Tomorrow is Easter, one of the most 


important dajs in the church calendar 
and a day of happj Christian sentiments. 
With reverent hearts and a deep sense of 
obligation to God, men will think of the 
resurrection of the Son of God. 
The 


churches will undoubtedly be crowded, 
while from the pulpits and choirs will 
come tender and inspiring tributes to 
the risen Lord, whose triumph over the 
grave is the hope of mankind. 
The ob- 


servance of these anniversaries should 
make men purer and better and take 
more interest In higher things. 


Gen. Chaffee has cabled the war de- 


partment from Pekin that the military 
commanders representing the foreign 
powers there are now considering the 
question of disposing of the Chinese 
forts, and of establishing fortified posts 
at proper intervals along the route from 
Pekin to the sea. Gen. Chaflee seeks in- 
structions for his guidance in the confer- 
ence. His communication was referred 
to the department of state. 
A rather 


difficult question i& involved. As to the 
establishment of fortified posts, the state 
department is unwilling to commit the 
United States to what may be a permanent 
occupation by military force of Chinese 
territory. It is understood that Gen. 
ChaSee was instructed by cable to main- 
tain in the council of military command- 
ers the position already taken by the 
United States, that the Chinese fqrts 
may be dismantled, but not destroyed, 
BO ag to leave China defenceless agaiost 
any foe, and that there should be no 
permanent occupation by foreign milita- 
ry forces beyond a reasonable legation 
guard at Pekin. Ibis protest, it is be- 
lieved, will have its eflect. Gen. Chaflee 
will continue to negotiate as to the ar- 
rangements to be made, notwithstanding 
the fact that we will lake no part in any- 
thing that may be determined to be 
done contrary to our proposition.
